Who keeps the costliest kitchen fn 
the world? Not, as one might imag- 
ine, the American millionaire, but the 
Shah of Persia. The utensils, fittings 
and furnishings of the Shah are said 
to be worth £530,000, Every sauce- 
pan is guilded inside, and the dishes 
appearing on his table are of solid 
gold, as well as the spoons, knives 
and forks, the handles of which are 
besides ornamented with precious 
stones.

Same Rates Apply as are in Force to 
To Canadian Ports at Head 
of Great Lakes 


inconvenience has been caused in the. 
Canadian prairie provinces by the in- 
ability of the Canadtan railroads to 
move the immense crop to the Cana- 
dian terminals at Fort William and 
Port Arthur, owing to the full accum- 
nlation of the storage capacity . of 
these Iake ports. To relieve the tre- 
mendous congestion, with its constant 
narrowing of the market to absorb the 
offerings from the farms, the Cana- 
dian Northern road met the problem 
by diverting the grain to the North-
